INTESTATE ESTATES. 

A few days ;ioo wo recorded tlio doutli of n 
senior at Cowiclmn, named Hamilton. The 
deceased was taken so suddonly away Unit 
ha had uo Utile tu muko a will, and so ho loll 
his farm, and what few household gods a 
primitive saltier like liiciiaoK possossud, to 
tho tender oares of tlio world in general- As 
might have been oxpeotod, tho dwolling has 
been subjected to the inroads of tho Indians, 
nnd by this lime, in all probability, the 
orops have boon taken in charge by the Cow- 
iclmn pig>- There is no friend to adminis- 
ter tho estate, and, in the absence of a public 
administrator, no person to look alter the 
effects ol tho deceased. A gun and 
other articles havu boeu abstracted from 
the house, and tho authorities aro help- 
less lo inteifero. A crop of j.otutocH 
and other agricultural productions he in the 
ground, and may bo in tho courso of a lew 
weeks almost totally destroyed ; bcoauBo there 
is no recognised person to deal with thutn. 
In a oivilizod country this is simply dis 
graceful ; and yet the evil has been in exist 
once since Vancouver Island beeaino a 
colony. So far as wo are concerned we have 
drawn attention tu tho mischief, and pointed 
out its remedy over and over again. In M 
of last year we gave a list ol cases winch, 
although comprising but a fraction ol tiie 
number of unadministered intestate ostates 
since 1S5S, was formidable enough to im- 
press upon any Qovernmenl the neces- 
sity of meeting the exigencies of the 
moment by an act of Legislature. On 
that occasion we instanced tl e death ol a man 
named Daniels, whose cabin was robbod 
while the various officials wore shirking the 
responsibility of touching the deceased's ef- 
fects ; of the death of a .nan named Miller, 
from whose body a number of titlo deeds to 
lots ou View street were stolen ; of a Mr. 
Tannain, on wl oso poison $2. r iO was found, 
besides title deeds to valuable property iu 
Victoria, tho conveyance of shares in a rich 
claim on Williams Greek, and deeds of pro- 
perty in San Diego and Mazatlau ; of a Wm. 
Ronnie, who had a conveyance of a valuable 
claim iu Cariboo ; of a man named l'rice, « ho 
died with -.151 in his pockets ; and of another 
man named Thompson, who had some money 
and a silver watch. What has become of 
their property and tho many unadministered 
intestate estates before and since the periods 
embraced in the above it might be both in- 
teresting and instinctive to know ; that tlio 
relatives of the deceased have had their dues, 
or that their whereabouts havu boon indus- 
triously sought after by the authorities, wo 
are, however, sooptical enough to disbelieve. 
It has been, iu fact, an unlortunate charac- 
teristic of that bianch or department ol the 
Government into whose keeping the majority 
of the estates fell, to preserve tho moat pro- 
found reticonce on everything pertaining to 
tho financial details. Things are better 
managed now in this respect than they used 
to be ; but as wc have shown there i« an 
litter absence of authority to deal in a proper 
manner with cases as they arise. A man 
dies without a will and without friends to- 
morrow, and his whole personal property may 
be carried utf before an official cau bo got to 
assume tho responsibility of acting without 
legal authority. 

Iu other countries many of the evils we 
experience in the absence of a public admin- 
islrator would be unfolt ; for in tho grsat 
majority jl eases there uro always friends to 
administer tlio deceased's estate. The dif- 
ferences, however, of taoe, nationality, occu« 
pation and sentiment here havo raised 
up barriers and isolation of such a char- 
acter th.it men die in our midst whom 
nobody knows, and lor whom appar- 
ently nobody cures. It is, therefore, 
doubly necessary that wo should havo some 
detinue law that will enable the authorities ol 
tho Island to deal, as they do in all other 
civilized countries, with the ostates of intes- 
tates. Had wo rural magistrates,' which wo 
should have, tho power might bo given to them 
in the country districts to take possession of 
tho property ol intestates, and hand it over 
lo the public administrator. Where pro- 
perty is perishable, like that ol the deooascd 
Hamilton, it should bo at once sold for tho 
benefit of the relatives. A bill was intro- 
duced into the Assembly during tho last ses- 
sion to supply the want of authority which is 
at present so deplorably felt, but from vari- 
ous reasons it did not become law. Wo 
hope, bowover, that one ol tho earliest 
measures that will be passed tho ensuing ses- 
sion will be an act to deal in a propor inau- 
nar with the estates of intestates.

Upon this sum being declined the other In- 
ians came to the assistance ol their comrade 
and took possession of .Mr. liegg. his coat and 
blankets, saying they would rotain possession 
until the amount claimed was paid. The 
party, however, still refused, and Mr. Begg 
was released, but uot his peisonal property. 
After proceeding u short distance towards 
town the Indians, who were told by some 
white men that they would got themselves 
into trouble, became alarmed, and the blank- 
ets and coat were restored to their, owner.

Accident to the Owyhee— The stcamor 
Owyhee, on the downward trip Irom Wallula 
to Oelilo, on Tuesday last, burst her steam 
chest. Nobody was hurt, and the injury to 
llie machinery was unimportant. This is 
tbo nearest to an explosion thut has ever oc- 
curred on the Columbia river, and this arose, 
as we are informed by the Dalles Mountaineer, 
Irom Some defect in the material which had 
escaped the most rigid scrutiny. But two 
explosions of steamboats have ever occurred 
ou Orogon waters — the unlortunalo ooour- 
anees both being on the Willamette — that of 
the Gazello at Canomah, in 1854, and the 
Elk, in the j ear 1858, lit some point bulow 
Canemah. There v.-us a frighllul loss of life 
by the explosion of tho Gazello, some fifty- 
two persons being killed, but no losses of this 
character resulted from the explosion of tho 
Elk, 

Navigation on tie Willamette — The 
People's Transpo. ... . u Company aro deter- 
mined that bo long as there is water in the 
channel of the Willamette to float a boat 
they will continue to ruu their steamers to 
Salem, and ns much further beyond as they 
can ascend. The lieliol and tho Enterprise 
were dispatched yesterday. One will leave 
Cunemah to-morrow, and another on Monday 
next. The Kctio and Active are also running. 
So far there has been no very material in- 
terruption to the navigation of the upper 
Willamette this year, and now that tbo rains 
begin to descend, fall wbout and navigation 
will llnurish alike. The first water wus let 
into the great basin improvement at the falls 
yesterday . 

Arrival or Tin-: Active — The steamship 
Active, Captain I'liornu, reached her wharf 
yesterday morning at 4 o'clock, thirty-sis 
hoors Irom Victoria, having in tho meantime 
touched at Fort Vancouver, lauding a com- 
pany ol troops, with their baggage, etc. She 
made the run Irom Victoria to Astoria in just 
twenty-four hours, from Tuesday evening to 
Wednesday evening. Her passengers were 
mostly for San Francisco, and were placed 
on board the Orizaba. She brings 30 tons of 
freight, consisting ol drugs, odes, and porter, 
besides I! ions ol salt. The duties on the 
present oargo will not be as bijjb as those 
paid on the last, which weru $2,250. 

Generous — The steamship Active landed 
Captain Grandall's company of Volunteer In- 
fantry at Fort Vancouver rn Wednesday 
night, Irom Fort Steilncoom, where they have 
been stationed for some months past- They 
were relieved at the latter post by a coui- 
pany of veterans, who hud accompanied 
Sherman when betook the "heart'' out of 
the late rebel Confederacy. Ilelore leaving 
Steilacoom tho troops under Captain Crun- 
drll In-Ill a meeting and turned over, by a 
unanimous vote, their entire gardeu nnd 
Holds ol winter supplies, valued at several 
hundred dollars, to tin- veterans. The latler, 
under command ol Col. Ross, thanked the 
volunteers lor their generosity, and accepted 
ol the Bubstantiul gilt. 

The Sea Serpent — Tho monster sorpent 
seen in the slough below this city recently, 
has again shown his head above water, but, 
as usual, the man seeing him had no weapon 
to assure the destruction of tho reptile.

CANADIAN ITEMS. 



Tho English and Iri6h papers to September 
fith, extracts from which aro rooolved by 
Oveiltind mail, uro full of articles concern- 
ing Fenianism, which hud just become tho 
sensation at that lirfio. Tho telegraph litis 
givc»i us thu leuditig facts with sufficient par- 
ticularity; but a lew fresh points of interest 
aro afforded hy these extracts. Drilling wus 
going on with morn or less seciecy all over 
Ireland. The Lord Lioutonant had " pro- 
claimed" the counties of Tipperary, Limer- 
ick, Cork nnd Kerry — a measure equivalent 
to tho declaration of martial law, to u cer* 
taiu extent. Under the laws which authorize 
this proolnm ition ho may order the seizure 
of arms, search of premises and ovou the 
arrest of all supposed members or leaders of 
obnoxious orders. Do may also forbid per- 
sons being out aficr a certain hour nt night, 
and, in effect, institute martial law and the 
rule of the curfew to nil practical purposes. 
Other counties have sineo been proclaimed, 
and numbers of arrests and seizures have 
been mode. The Fenians do not appear to 
have been prepared fur resistance, if they 
olfered any, and we hoar ol thoir having no 
arms in any quantity except tho rude pikes 
that some ol Iheni weru making. The Eng- 
lish papers mado light of tho movement, and 
seemed to believe thai it would result in no- 
thing more serious than an opportunity for 
tho display ol British " clemency." Thero 
woro many traitors among the Fenians to 
betray their secrots, and the authorities 
claimed to know the whole extent aud ob- 
j-ols ol the organization. Tho London 
rimes alfects to believe that tho whole con- 
spiracy origiealed ill the United States, but 
tho Amerioun Fenians assert that their or- 
ganization is an eflect and not the cause of 
tho Irish movement, though the hopes of the 
latter undoubtedly hinged upon American 
eo-uperutiou. The most romiii knble hict is 
the opposition to the movement ol the lloiiian 
Catholic clergy. On this point wo cannot 
do better than quote the following from the 
Dublin correspondence of thu Loudon fW, 
written .September 5th : 

The most bittor enemies of tho Fenians 
are tho Roman Catholic hierarchy and the 
priests, In the People, the recognised organ 
ol the brotherhood, there is a long account ol 
a controversy between one ol its agents in 
the provinces and his bishop. Finding tho 
agent wou'd not give up selling the 1'evjilc, 
the Hishop denounced him Irom the altar, 
comparing him with some of the greni sin- 
ners of history : but, aa it is part of the creed 
of the Fenians that the clergy have no au- 
thority over them except in things purely 
spiritual and doctrinal, the agent paid no 
heed to the Bishop's denunciations. TIil 
Bishop then, sent for tho nuent, when tho lat- 
ter curtly informed him that he know where 
he resided if he wanted him, and excused his 
seeming rudeness by alluding to the threats 
of the Hishop. This led his lordship, finding 
tho stubborn character ho had to deal will), to 
visit the agent, who positively refused lo stop 
selling the paper. A wordy contest ensued, 
when the Bishop, losing his temper, called 
the agent many names, and told him the flesh 
would drop oil his bones, us it did from Ihnse 
of a Fenian in a neighboring parish, I, i thus 
deljing the Churoh. His lordship wound up 
by telling the agent to become u Protestant 
at once. The priesthood have themselves lo 
blame (or what is now occurring; for their 
own purpose they kept the country in a statu 
ol ugilatiou lor years, and now the more ig- 
norant of the people have taken the bit be- 
tween their own teeth. 

Perhaps the true secret of the conflict be- 
twoen iho priesthood and the people is to ho 
found in the fact that the former havo med- 
dled actively in tho elections for the purpose 
of securing the return of Catholics to Par- 
liament, whereas the general people believed 
the sending ol representatives to the English 
Parliament did them no good, and was be- 
sides n n odious acknowledgment of British 
supremacy. — S. F. Bulletin.
